City may

DEMONSTRATIONS “disrupt¬ 
ing city trade” could be staged 
if plans to build a mosque in 
the city go ahead. 

As reported in the Weekly News, 
the Ely Muslims have identified a 
corner of the Paradise Centre 
fields for a “miniature mosque” to 
meet demand for growing mem¬ 
bership. 

No formal proposals have been put 
forward and East Cambridgeshire District 
Council is yet to receive a planning 
application. 

The East Anglian division of the English 
Defence League (EDL) has vowed to “visit” 
the city if the mosque goes ahead. 

The Bury St Edmunds EDL said it could 
hold a demonstration, “most probably 
taking place on a Saturday, causing 
disruption to traders” if the plans move 
forward. 

The comments, posted on the Ely 
Online forum website, claim any dem-

onstration would be peaceful, “because 
this is what the EDL insists on”. 

The organisation has previously staged 
massive protests in cities such as Norwich, 
Luton and Peterborough, attracting a huge 
police presence to help maintain order. 

Cambridgeshire police say they have 
not yet heard of any planned EDL protest 
in the city. 

Cllr Brian Ashton, the mayor of Ely, said: 
“I haven’t heard a whisper about anything 
like this being organised. I do hope it 
doesn’t come to that.” 

The Ely Muslims are hoping to create 
their own dedicated prayer centre in the 
city and the management committee of 
the Paradise Centre has told the group it 
will lease it part of the land if it gains 
planning permission.

FOR even the most int¬ 
repid adventurer, climb¬ 
ing to the top of just one 
mountain would be a 
mean feat. 

But a group of friends have 
set themselves a challenge to 
scale a staggering 16 mount¬ 
ains - in just eight days. 

Ellen Brogan, from Aldreth, 
came up with the idea for the 
gruelling stunt to raise money 
for Bliss - a charity dedicated 
to caring for sick and pre¬ 
mature babies in the UK. 

Miss Brogan, 24, was born 
prematurely and was cared for 
at the RAF Hospital in Ely, now 
the Princess of Wales Hospital, 
which no longer has a special 
care baby unit. 

She hopes to raise around 
£5,000 for Bliss by spending 
eight days climbing the 16 
highest mountains in the Lake 
District. 

And joining her for the 
mammoth A Peak for a Week’ 
challenge - which starts on 
Saturday, May 14 - will be her 
brother fohn Brogan, her 
partner Tim Colwill, from 
Nottingham, his brother, Ben, 
and their friend Peter Miles, 
from St Neots.

Miss Brogan said: “We have 
chosen to climb 16 mountains 
because a good proportion of 
babies in this country are now 


surviving as early as 16 weeks 
premature. 

“We are therefore climbing a 
mountain for every week of 
prematurity. 

“We’ve set ourselves a target 
of £5,000 that we are really 
hoping to be able to raise for 
Bliss.” 

Miss Brogan worked at the 
Princess of Wales Hospital for a 
year before she started medical 
school in 2006. 

She has just finished her 
final training placement as a 
student doctor in the neonatal 
unit at Nottingham City Hosp¬ 
ital and now hopes to become 
a paediatrician. 

The challenge will see Miss 
Brogan and the group trek a 
total distance of 58.7 miles and 
climb a total height of 5.2 
miles. 

The mountains they will 
climb over the eight days 
include Scafell Pike, Scafell, 
Little Man, Skiddaw, Bow Fell, 
Esk Pike and Great End. 

They will also take on 
Mounts Blencathra, Great 
Gable, Pillar, Fairfield, Nether¬ 
most Pike, Raise, White Side, 
Helvellyn and Catstye Cam.

But the proposals 
have caused uproar 
with locals, with many 
saying a mosque is not 
appropriate for a city 
such as Ely. 

They have also argued 
that the Paradise Centre 
fields are an open green 
space and should not be 
built on. 

The possible site for 
the mosque is in the 
corner of the field, at the 
junction with New 
Barns Road and Deac¬ 
on’s Lane. 

Zahid Ahmed, treas¬ 
urer of the Muslim 
group, said the project 
was only in its early 
stages but he hoped to 
apply for planning 
permission soon. 

Speaking at the time, 
he said: “We currently 
gather inside the Par¬ 
adise Centre every 
Friday afternoon but we 
would like our own area 
where we can pray, 
come together and edu¬ 
cate our children about 
their religion.” 

Nobody from the EDL 
was available for comm¬ 
ent. 

A spokesman from 
Ely Musilm was also 
unavailable.

Worshippers 
evacuated in 
999 call-out

FIREFIGHTERS raced to Ely Cath¬ 
edral on Easter Sunday after 
“abnormally” high levels of smoke 
from incense burners sparked an 
emergency call-out. 

Hundreds of congregation members, 
along with staff, were evacuated from the 
cathedral just after 10am when the ancient 
building’s fire alarms sounded. 

The automatic fire alarm was raised just 
25 minutes before the Easter Sunday Festal 
Eucharist service was due to start. 

Two fire crews from Ely and a turntable 
ladder from Cambridge rushed to the 
cathedral and checked the entire building 
for smoke and flames. 

A high level of smoke inside the cathedral 
- as a result of numerous incense burners 
which had been lit - was to blame for the 
alarm. 

Chris Flatman, operations manager at the 
cathedral, said: “We have always lit incense 
burners and will continue to do so. 

“On this occasion, there had been an 
abnormal build up of smoke from the 
incense burners at the earlier Dawn Vigil 
service at 5.30am. 


Incense smoke sets 
off cathedral alarms 

“Because it was so early in the morning, 
there were hardly any windows or doors 
open inside the cathedral, which meant the 
air flow throughout the building was low. 

“Usually, the air flow is enough to prevent 
the alarms from sounding, which is why this 
has never happened before.” 

Mr Flatman confirmed the congregation 
of “a few hundred people” and staff were 
evacuated from the building after the alarm 
sounded at 10.05am. 

He said: “The fire brigade arrived, check¬ 
ed everything and told us we could go 
ahead with the service. Nothing was 
cancelled and nothing was really affected. 

“Touch wood, this will never happen 
again.” 

A spokeswoman for Cambridgeshire Fire 
and Rescue Service said: “There was a high 
level of smoke inside the cathedral as a 
result of the number of incense burners that 
were lit. 

“A turntable ladder from Cambridge was 
also sent to the cathedral because if there 
had been a fire it would have certainly been 
needed.”

Wasted reward 
for unruly pupils 

Sir, During the past few years, most of 
my teaching has been with young 
people who were not in mainstream 
education. Some of these young 
people had genuine medical reasons 
for not being in school and these 
young people deserved every pound 
spent on them. 

However, much of my time was also 
spent with youngsters who had been 
excluded. I often questioned the 
money being spent on these 
youngsters as, from my previous 
business experience I knew that the 
qualifications most of them obtained 
were effectively worthless in industry. 
Then a small fortune was spent 
converting Centre ‘E’ into a specialist 
centre for excluded young people. My 
son was in mainstream education at 
the time and he would have loved to 
have been given the exclusive 
attention afforded these youngsters. 
What a reward for being badly 
behaved in school. There will be a 
number of people who are upset at 
the closure of Centre E, however I 
would suggest that the high 
expenditure on this provision should 
never have been made in the first 
place! 

So where does the fault lie? 

The basic curriculum as provided by 
schools - and the National 
Curriculum - is still far too rigid and 
far too traditional. What is the use of 
teaching French and history to 
someone who is frustrated in class 
because their level of English is too 
low to follow the course? These 
youngsters may not be academic but 
they are not stupid! They know as well 
as anyone else that half the formal 
subjects they are taught not only bore 
them, but they see as having no value 
to them in real life. 

So what is the answer? 

A relevant education with a strongly 
practical input based on skills that 
could be of real value to those in the 
courses. I was running such a course 
over 30 years ago in a mainstream 
secondary school. The course was 
directed at real life and included skills 
that really were relevant. So 
successful was the course that 
students slightly higher up in the 
academic range kept complaining as 
there wasn’t room on the course for 
them! The basic details of the course 
were published by Hutchinson Press 
under the title ‘simulations for careers 
and life skills’ back in 1984. The Asdan 
award is the only subsequent course 
that has attempted anything similar. 

A good relevant course will work in a 
mainstream school without the 
excessive expenditure of centres such 
as Centre E. Yes, it is a shame it is 
having to be closed with a loss of jobs, 
but it’s an even bigger shame that so 
many millions were wasted on the 
venture in the first place.

No short walk to 
new leisure site 

Sir, Following East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s scant regard for 
both the facts and the opinions of Ely 
residents, as to the proposed location 
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of the new leisure village, I decided 
to be proactive and investigate for 
myself. I am 5ft 9in, aged 32 and so 
a good representation of the 
audience for this facility. 

Cllr Jackie Petts’ claims of a 10- 
minute walk from the city centre to 
the new facility are not accurate, 
not in the slightest and seem to 
deliberately obfuscate the facts. In 
addition to an unclear statement of 
“...to Egremont Street”, which in 
itself takes over three minutes to 
walk, labelling this as the city centre 
is simply laughable. 

At 10.14pm on April 17,1 set off with 
a friend and three GPS tracking 
devices. The three data sets all 
corroborated to show that from 1 
Egremont Street to the proposed 
site took us 14 minutes at an 
average speed of 3.6mph. Average 
walking speed in the UK is 3mph; 
we purposefully marched at a 
significantly faster pace to prove the 
point. The distance was 0.84 miles, 
not less than 0.75 as Cllr Petts states. 
Google says it’s 0.8 miles! 

On our way back we averaged 
3.14mph (still above average) taking 
16 minutes to 1 Egremont Street. 

We continued to the centre of the 
market square (arguably the city 
centre), taking a total of 20 minutes, 


24 seconds. We continued on to the 
station, taking another 12 minutes, 
50 seconds at 3.18mph. 

Without any stops for traffic or 
pedestrians, a round trip from the 
centre of Ely at a fast pace is more 
than 40 minutes, not 20!

Call to drop 
leisure plan

COUNCIL bosses are being 
urged to scrap plans to build a 
multi-million pound new leisure 
centre in Ely. 

Labour councillors are challenging 
Conservatives on East Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC) to take the city’s 
new leisure complex proposals back to 
the drawing board. 

They insist the scheme is “pie in the 
sky” and that instead of splashing out on 
building a new leisure centre on land off 
Downham Road, the existing Paradise 
Centre in Newnham Street should be 
refurbished. 

It is what Liberal Democrat coun¬ 
cillors have been saying for years. 
However, the leisure centre plans for 
Downham Road were approved by the 
district council’s planning committee in 
March. 

Clive Jeffries, from Ely Labour party, 
says the scheme, which is expected to 
cost around £15 million, is “pie in the 
sky”. 

However Fred Brown, leader of the 
Conservatives, calls it a “total leisure 
solution” for the district. 

Mr Jeffries said: “Moving the leisure 
centre means those who currently walk 
to the centre would be forced to get into 
a car to drive out of town. 

“The proposed location on the other 
side of the busy A10 will make parents 
unwilling to let even older children

travel there independently.” 

Labour Euro MEP Richard Howitt is 
also calling for the council to “think 
again” and says the plans are 
“unaffordable and unnecessary”. 

Cllr Ian Allen, leader of the East 
Cambridgeshire Liberal Democrats, 
agrees with what Labour members are 
saying but adds they have “arrived on 
the scene rather late”. 

Cllr Allen said: “We have constantly 
resisted moving the leisure centre out of 
town both because of the lack of public 
access and because of the economic and 
sociable viability of the town centre. 

“The Conservatives are trying to rip 
the heart out of Ely. 

“What the Labour party is saying is 
true but they’re just jumping on this 
issue in time for the elections.” 

Cllr Brown said: “Clearly, the leisure 
facilities at the Paradise Centre are 
inadequate for the future and planning 
for the future is what we are doing. 

“The Labour party is simply camp¬ 
aigning here - the leisure centre for 
Downham Road is a key part of the Ely 
Masterplan, which has been widely 
consulted on by members of the public. 

“What we have approved is a total 
leisure solution for the whole of East 
Cambridgeshire, not just Ely.”

Addict hid drugs in mouth 


A WOMAN has been jailed 
after she was caught visit¬ 
ing a man in prison with 
drugs concealed in her 
mouth. 

Victoria Robinson, 23, 
hid a wrap of heroin and a 
wrap of cocaine in her 
mouth and tried to 
smuggle them into Bed¬ 
ford prison on November 
J8 last year. 

But alert sniffer dogs 
caught a whiff of the class- 
A drugs and halted her in 
her tracks. 

Robinson, of New Barns 
Avenue, Ely, appeared at 
Luton Crown Court and 
pleaded guilty to two 
charges of taking drugs 
into prison. 


She was jailed for eight 
months. 

Robinson was adamant 
she was not planning on 
passing the drugs on to a 
prisoner and said they 
were for her own use later 
that day. 

Matthew Banham, 
prosecuting said Robinson 
was visiting a male friend 
at the prison. 

He said: “She went 
through the search area 
without a problem but at 
the next stage a drugs dog 
was present and indicated 
she had drugs on her. 

“Two wraps of drugs 
were found in her mouth 
and she tried to swallow 
them but was prevented 


from doing so. 

“She was interviewed 
and admitted she was a 
heroin addict and had 
bought the drugs earlier 
that day for £60 for her 
own use, and had nowhere 
else to hide them while she 
made the prison visit.” 

Stephen Halloran, 
defending, said: “She had 
no intention of passing 
them on to an inmate. 

“She is a vulnerable 
young woman who has 
been abusing drugs from 
an early age. 

“But she is engaging 
with local drug agencies 
and managing to maintain 
a drug free existence now.”

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‘Silly’ sign rules 
anger councillor

VILLAGERS are in uproar 
after they were told to 
remove or improve their 
new noticeboard as it posed 
a health and safety risk. 

Residents in Stuntney have 
slammed Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s health and safety 
regulations as “daft”. 

The parish notice board was 
erected in the village two months 
ago after the City of Ely Council 
agreed to replace the old rotten 
wooden one. 

But health and safety bosses at 
the county council said the sign - 
which is only supported by one 
post - must be removed because it 
could be blown over by the wind or 
draught from passing vehicles. 
They also said it contravened 
national guidelines. 

The board has now been fitted 
with a second leg, which the city 
council offered to provide free of 
charge. 

But Stuntney Cllr Rodney Vin¬ 
cent is furious. 

He said: “It is just more evidence 
that health and safety law is getting 


silly. Will our village sign be next? It 
has only got one post. 

“What about lampposts and 
other signs? If you have this daft 
rule, you don’t know where it stops. 

“When it was installed a few 
months ago, the supporting post 
was concreted into the ground. It is 
hardly likely to fall over.” 

The county council claims 
national guidelines mean all road¬ 
side signs must have two posts to 
stop them being blown down by 
wind or draught from vehicles. 

Mark Kemp, the authority’s 
highways and access director, said: 
“It is really important that signs on 
the public highways are securely 


mounted for the safety of all road 
users. 

“There are national design 
guidelines to make sure signs 
remain where they are put and are 
not twisted by the wind of knocked 
down by passing lorries. 

“This was a case a few months 
ago when a sign blew off its 
mountings and flew on to the road 
nearWitchford. 

“We believe that the sign at 
Stuntney was not properly supp¬ 
orted and so, for the safety of the 
public, asked the City of Ely 
Council to provide additional 
support for the sign.” 


Prices 
set for 
school 
meals 

THE price of a meal 
at primary schools 
in East Cambridge¬ 
shire will remain at 
£2 from September. 

Cambridgeshire 
Catering Services 
(CCS), which pro¬ 
vides school meals 
in the region, will 
not be increasing its 
prices this year. 

They say the 
reason prices are 
able to stay the 
same is that the 
number of primary 
school pupils taking 
school meals has 
been steadily rising. 

In the last three 
years, the proport¬ 
ion of pupils taking 
a school meal as 
opposed to bring¬ 
ing their own went 
up from 31.5 per 
cent to 40 per cent. 

In secondary 
schools however, 
meal prices will rise 
from £2.15 to £2.20 
in September. 

CCS says a total 
of 17,000 children 
in Cambridgeshire 
now have a school 
meal every day.

Ejected Labour man sues party

LABOUR Party officials in 
South East Cambridge¬ 
shire are facing a court 
battle - with an election 
candidate they kicked out 
after he allegedly said he 
would not want any of his 
children to marry a Mus¬ 
lim. 

Motor racing company boss 
John Cowan was picked by 
Labour to fight the Conser¬ 
vative-held seat at the general 
election last year. 

But a string of controversies 
involving him, including a 
revelation that he had been 
expelled by the Liberal Demo¬ 
crats before joining Labour, 


prompted constituency officers 
to suspend him in the run-up to 
polling day. 

Now Mr Cowan says he is 
taking the South-East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire party to court over 
unpaid election expenses. 

Speaking exclusively to the 
Weekly News, Mr Cowan said: 
“Frankly all the stuff about me at 
the election last year was blown 
out of all proportion. 

“I’m still owed a small amount 
of money in election expenses, 
and the party hasn’t paid me, so 
I am suing them. 

“It’s not the money, it’s only 
about £100, but it’s the principle 
of it.” 

Mr Cowan was at the centre of 
a political storm when comm¬ 


ents he was said to have made in 
online forums became public. It 
was claimed he had said he did 
not want any of his children to 
marry a Muslim, and had also 
admitted paying cash to a 
cleaner claiming benefits. 

The Liberal Democrats also 
confirmed they had expelled 
him from their party in 2004. 

In a statement just before the 
election, a Labour Party spokes¬ 
man said Mr Cowan’s alleged 
comments were unacceptable 
and that he was being susp¬ 
ended as the party’s candidate, 
although his name could not be 
removed from the ballot paper. 

At the election, Conservative 
Jim Paice held the seat com¬ 
fortably, but Labour’s vote was 


cut by nearly a third. 

Mr Cowan said the expenses 
were mainly travel expenses, 
incurred while campaigning 
around the constituency. 

He said: “Currently my mem¬ 
bership of the Labour Party has 
lapsed and I do not feel that the 
pair of Red Eds trying to lead the 
Labour Party have the ability to 
lead the UK out of its current 
economic meltdown.” 

He did admit the comments 
attributed to him at the election 
could have been written in a 
slightly different way. 

A spokesman for Labour said: 
“All we can say is that the matter 
is in hands of our solicitors.”

Tornado set to blow 
In for a steamy visit 


STEAM trains will return to 
Cambridge and Ely this 
summer. 

Four steam locomotives will 
visit the cities’ railway stations in 
July and August as part of chart¬ 
ered journeys between Ely and 
Lewes, in East Sussex. 

Organised by Guildford-based 
firm Steam Dreams, the first 
steam service will take place on 
July 14 using an A4 class stream¬ 
lined locomotive 60017 Bittern. 

The train is expected to leave 
Lewes at 9am, arrive in Cam¬ 
bridge at 1pm and in Ely 30 min¬ 
utes later. 

The return will depart Ely at 
5pm, Cambridge at 5.30pm and

arriving back at Lewes at 9.30pm. 

A return Cambridge to Bristol 
trip using a 60163 Tornado will 
take place on August 4, while a 
Kings Cross-Norwich expedition, 
via Cambridge, will run on August 
21 . 

A steam excursion between 
Aylesbury, Bucks, and Norwich, 
via Cambridge and Ely, is also 
scheduled for August 29. 

A Steam Dream spokesman 
said two locomotives were 
causing much interest among 
railway enthusiasts. 

He said: “Sadly, after the with¬ 


drawal of steam in 1968, none of 
the A1 Tornado class engines were 
saved from the scrapper’s torch. 

“But after a 19-year project to 
fund and build the locomotive, 
Tornado was built to be not a 
replica, but the 50th A1 class. The 
original 49 were built for the 
LNER between 1948 and 1949.” 

“And built in 1937 in Doncaster, 
the Bittern was the 24th of 35 A4 
class locomotives.” 

Several steam trains are also 
expected to visit Cambridge and 
Ely in December in the run-up to 
Christmas.

Car blaze drama near petrol station 


AN electrical fault caused a car 
to burst into flames close to a 
petrol station. 

The Mercedes 4x4 was in a 
car park at the BP garage in 
Witchford Road, Ely, when it 
became engulfed in flames. 

The blaze broke out at 
around 2.30pm last Wednesday 
and left passers-by stunned. 

Duncan Lamont, who was 
passing the garage at the time, 
said: “People were running 
away from it - it looked like the 


car was going to explode. 

“It was covered in flames.” 

One fire crew from Ely 
attended the scene and used 
two hose reel jets to extinguish 
the flames. 

A spokeswoman for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service said nobody was injured 
in the blaze. 

The cause of the fire was 
accidental due to an electrical 
fault and the crew returned to 
base at 4pm.

The big film 


ARTHUR 

Certificate (12A) 110m 

MONEY makes the world go around 
but it can’t buy you love or a 
flawless update of the Oscar- 
winning 1981 comedy starring 
Dudley Moore as the eponymous 
billionaire and Sir John Gielgud as 
his long-suffering butler. 

Director Jason Winer and 
screenwriter Peter Baynham cast 
Russell Brand as their loveable yet 
irresponsible man-child, whose 
limitless fortune allows him to 
circumvent the laws that keep the 
rest of society in check. 

Unlike his predecessor, Brand 
doesn’t possess the innate 
vulnerability or charm which 
compelled us to care for Arthur as 
he boozed himself towards oblivion. 
Instead, this new version opts for 
risque humour and pop culture 
references, including a cameo for 
Evander Holyfield as the hero’s 
boxing coach and a crunching 
appearance by the Batmobile in the 
opening sequence. 

Crucially, Winer’s film chooses a 
female nanny to keep Arthur out of 
trouble, casting Oscar winner Helen 
Mirren in this pivotal role. 

She brings gravitas to the part and 
nabs many of the best lines, gently 
tugging the heartstrings when the 
friendship with her reckless ward is 
tested to its limit. 

Arthur Bach (Brand) is heir to his 
family’s vast fortune, presided over 



by his emotionally cold mother, 
Vivienne (Geraldine James). 

The headline-grabbing antics of her 
son threaten the public image of 
Bach Worldwide and Vivienne 
summons Arthur to her office. 
Vivienne informs Arthur that he will 
marry corporate executive Susan 
Johnson (Jennifer Garner) to ensure 
she can take charge of the 
company. 

If Arthur refuses, he will be cut off 
from his inheritance. 

Arthur resigns himself to marital 
hell, only to run into tour guide and 
aspiring author Naomi (Greta 
Gerwig) outside Grand Central 
Station. 

She has no clue who he is, and he 
responds warmly to her quirky 


sense of humour. 

Soon after, Arthur tries to persuade 
his mother to let him marry for love 
not financial security. 

Arthur boasts some nice moments, 
most of them involving Mirren and 
Brand whose on screen rapport 
sustains interest through the 110- 
minute running time. 

Brand’s tomfoolery skirts 
brashness and the sexual chemistry 
with Gerwig simmers but never 
quite boils. 

Meanwhile, Garner vamps it up as 
the ambitious social climber. 
Comparisons with the original film 
are not particularly favourable and 
in the current recession it’s hard to 
care about a man with pockets 
deeper than his feelings.

Going Dutch 


V ISITORS to the wealth of 
tulip festivals across the 
UK this year will be able 
to admire a sea of glorious colour 
from these famous bulbs. 

It’s a joyous time for Dutch bulb 
expert Eric Breed, nurseryman and 
cultivator, a self-confessed ‘bulbaholic’ 
who has travelled to many remote parts 
of the world to see bulbs growing in 
their native habitat. 

He grew up near the tulip fields of 
Holland, so naturally knows more than 
most about growing these dazzling 
spring bulbs. Always looking forward, 
his favourites include a new variety, 
Tulipa ‘Leo’, a scarlet Darwin hybrid 
which is a completely different shape 
from its peers. 

“Its flowers are feather-like, almost 
like a Japanese maple,” he enthuses. 

“Show it to your friends and they'll 
want some, too.” 

The time to plant tulips is all 
important, Breed explains. Plant them 
too early and it will be too warm and 
they won’t root. They need a drop in 
temperature to root well. 

“The best time for planting is late 
October to November and sometimes 
into December, but the last two years 
when we've had an early frost, the tulips 
haven't had a chance to make good roots. 

“If the rooting system is disturbed or 
not complete, then anything that goes 
wrong will go really wrong. If the

rooting system is not good, they'll have 
difficulty surviving.” 

They need moist, well-drained soil 
which is not too acid, adding coarse sand 
to make the drainage better. 

If planting tulips in pots, mix the 
compost with at least 20 per cent sand, 
he advises, so that it drains well. If you 
put the pots outside in the winter, don't 
let the plants dry out. If you use a regular 
clay pot, it will dehydrate the soil so 
you’ll need to water it occasionally in the 
winter. 

Gardeners who don’t water 
sufficiently in the cooler months are 
likely to see the leaves of their tulips 
turning purple and brown, the plants will 
be stunted and flowers which wilt 
quickly, he warns. 

Breed puts his containers near the 
house in the winter, exposing them more 
to the elements from February onwards 
and making sure they don’t dry out. As 
the flowers emerge, they should be 
watered every other day, he advises. 

In beds and borders, the taller varieties 


such as Darwins look great planted with 
pulmonarias, heuchera and tiarella, 
hardy geraniums and ground-covering 
sedums and vincas. 

Tulips don’t like shade, so avoid 
planting them under tree canopies or the 
stems are likely to fall over. 

In pots, they look good as stand-alone 
specimens or combined with other bulbs 
in the ‘sandwich’ method. Breed puts 
Iris reticulata, dwarf daffodils and tulips 
in the same pot. The iris will bloom first, 
then the daffodils and finally the tulips. 

“Alternatively combine bulbs which 
bloom together, such as the bluejacket 
hyacinth with a Jetfire tulip. But you 
need to make sure your varieties will 
bloom at the same time and also, don't 
plant the pot too full. Some people try to 
put too many bulbs in a pot and they use 
so much water, the pots dry out within a 
few hours,” he says. 

Some tulips will come back in 
subsequent years, while others will need 
lifting and replanting in late autumn. 

Remove all the dead flowers, which 
can cause botrytis (grey mould) if left to 
fall on the foliage. 

“The best varieties in 
general are the Darwin 
hybrids, fosterianas, the 
greigii tulips and 
kauffnanniana. Of course the 
soil has to be good, but if the 
Darwin hybrids and 
fosterianas are planted a little

deeper than normal they can come back 
for many years. 

“Many people plant their tulips in 
conditions which are not ideal, or take 
away the foliage early - it needs to be 
left for six weeks after flowering or it 
won't make a new bulb, the same as 
narcissi.” A year later, the tulips may 
come up a bit earlier but the flowers 
should remain true to their colour, he 
says. 

If you want tulips to naturalise, they 


need the right conditions. If an area is 
too wet in the summer, they won’t come 
back. Tulips require dry soil in summer, 
so a wet August could hinder their 
return. Add organic matter in December 
to the soil where the tulips are planted. 

If a heavy frost is predicted, pots 
should be covered with horticultural 
fleece or sacking. 

With a little inspiration, this time next 
year you could have your own little tulip 
field of Holland in your garden at home.

Rental market can weather change 



A RECENT survey by LV 
has cast a deep shadow 
over the student rental 
market, reporting that 
more than half of 
students would be 
studying locally and 
living at home with 
their parents by 2020. 

In some towns the 
student population is 
forecast to decline by 
40 per cent over the 
same period. 

This change is put 
down to the proposed 
significant hike in 
tuition fees. If students 
are going to leave 
education with huge 
amounts of debt they 
are likely to try to 
reduce their living 
expenses whilst at 
university. 


Cambridge is, 
however, probably 
better insulated against 
this decline than some 
other areas. Certainly 
the old University and 
Colleges will always 
remain popular and 
many are providing 
more accommodation 
to students than they 
ever have done in the 
past. 

This may not be all 
bad news as, if there is 
a glut of student rented 
accommodation in the 
future, rents will fall 
which can only be 
beneficial to students. 

A slightly more 
upbeat survey was 
released by LSL, the 
parent company of 
many large letting 


TWO surveys have 
highlighted 
contradictory 
trends in the rental 
market. Robert 
Russell of Russells 
casts an expert eye 
over both 
developments 

agent companies in the 
UK. According to their 
survey, first-time 
buyers now expect to 
rent for a decade before 
they even consider 
buying. They have also 
reported increases in 
rent in some parts of 
the country, most 
notably London where 
rents have increased by 
3 per cent over the last 


12 months. But rents 
have also fallen in 
some parts of the UK, 
particularly the south 
west and the midlands. 

In Cambridge the 
rental market remains 
positive and strong 
although rental levels 
still need to be realistic. 
There is no doubt that 
they have increased 
over the last 12 months 


but landlords who add 
£100 to the monthly 
rental when a tenancy 
comes up for renewal 
will struggle. 

There has also been a 
noticeable increase in 
the number of tenants 
moving down-market 
in order to make ends 
meet. Even a £50 
increase in rental over a 
12 month period 
equates to about £1,000 
in gross salary at a time 
when many people are 
not getting any pay 
rises at all. 

A prudent landlord 
keeps rental levels 
sensible and realistic 
while making the most 
of the market. Asking 
too high a rental is one 
of the most negative 


things a landlord can 
do. 

Russells recently had 
a property which was 
marketed by another 
agent for about £300 
per calendar month 
more than it was really 
worth. It had sat empty 
for nearly four months 
and as a result the 
landlord lost about 
£5000 in rental. A 
landlord is always 
better to have a good 
quality tenant paying a 
sensible rent and to 
have a property 
occupied all the time.

The Volkswagen Beetle in 2011: New era opens up for a global icon. 

Beetle: Iconic VW 
gets new design cues 


VOLKSWAGEN has un¬ 
veiled the latest generation 
Beetle at the Shanghai 
motor show, marking a 
new era in this iconic car’s 
history. 

The latest generation moves 
away from 1998 New Beetle 
design and instead draws on cues 
from the original and Beetle 
Ragster concept shown in Detroit 
in 2005. As such it’s longer, wider 
and lower, giving a more 
“masculine and dynamic” 
appearance. 

The Beetle now measures 
4,278mm in length (+152mm), 
1,808mm in width (+84mm) and 
1,486mm in height (-12mm). The 


track width front and rear, as well 
as the wheelbase at 2,537mm, is 
also increased. 

The car’s new proportions 
mean the roof extends back 
further, the windscreen is shifted 
back and the rear section is now 
more akin to that of the original 
Beetle. The boot capacity is a 
practical 310 litres, up from 209 
litres in the 1998 model. The 
Beetle has four seats, with a split¬ 
fold rear seat for added versatility. 

Inside the cabin, the Beetle’s 
designers created a modern, 
practical and distinctive 
appearance with easy to identify 
and ergonomic controls. Certain 
features, such as the glovebox and 
colour accent panels, hark back 
to the original. 


Three trim levels will be 
available - Beetle, Design and 
Sport. A wide range of innovative 
optional equipment will also be 
available, ranging from Keyless 
Access through satellite 
navigation systems and a 
panoramic sunroof to bi-xenon 
headlights and LED daytime 
running lights - all of which are 
available for the first time on a 
Beetle. 

In the UK, a choice of four 
engines will be offered: three 
petrol - a 1.2-litre TSI 102bhp, a 
1.4-litre TSI 157bhp and a 2.0-litre 
TSI 196bhp; and one diesel - a 
1.6-litre 102bhp with BlueMotion 
Technology. Thanks to the 
addition of Stop/Start and battery 
regeneration systems the Beetle 
1.6-litre 102bhp is estimated to 
have a combined fuel con¬ 
sumption of 65.7mpg and C02 
emissions of 112g/km. 

The Beetle is also built to be 
one of the safest cars on the road, 
thanks not only to features such 
as standard ESP and six airbags 
but also a laser-welded and 
galvanised body structure with 
one of the highest torsional 
rigidity values in the segment at 
26,000Nm/°. In addition the 
range-topping engine, the 2.0- 
litre 200 PS, will feature standard 
XDS electronic differential lock as 
fitted to the Golf GTI. 

The new car will be available to 
order soon, with first cars due 
early in 2012.
